ing from the base near Oasas Grandes, 
will comb the country to drive the 
banciit into the open.

TEUTON TRENCHES 


ARMY LOSES SIX AEROPLANES 


Two Machines Destroyed and Four 


Disabled in Mexico. 


General Funston has reported to 


the war department 
that two out 


of the eight aeroplanes which ac- 
companied the Pershing expedition 
Into Mexico 
have 
been 
destroyed 


and four of them disabled, leaving 
only two for active service. 


It was assumed the machines were 


destroyed In accidents, and not in an 
engagement, but General Funston did 
not explain this point. 


The war department took steps to 


replace the machines destroyed. 


More than 100 yards 
of 
German 


trenches 
near St. Eloi have been 


blown up by the British, German army 
headquarters at Berlin announced in 
its statement- 


The text of the statement reads: 
"By an extensive mine explosion 


the British damaged our position near 
St. Eloi, south of Ypres. 


"More than 100 yards of trenches 


were blown up. Casualties were caus- 
ed among the company occupying the 
positions. 


"In the district northeast and east 


of Vermelles we were successful in 
mine righting and took some prison- 
ers. 


"Further south near La Boisselle, 


northeast of Albert, some weak Eng- 
lish detachments attempted 
to 
ad- 


vance against 
our positions. 
They 


were prevente'1 by our fire. 


"During the last few days the Brit- 


ish again shelled the town of Lens. 


"In the Argonne and in the region 


of the Meuse artillery and other fir- 
ing diminished only temporarily." 


Continuation of a viotent bombard- 


ment east of the Meusc river, north 
of Verdun, indicates the probability 
that ne wattacks by the Germans may 
be expected in that direction. 
The 


front between Douaumont and Vaus 
is bearing the brunt of the attack 
The infantry ha? not been employed 
in this region nor elsewhere along the 
Franco-Belgian front, so far as the 
ofnciail reports show. 
. The teU of the French war office 
statement follows: 


"In the Argonne district there has 


been fighting with mines which re- 
sulted to our advantage at La Fille 
Morte. There has also been some en 
gagemcnts with bombs in the sector 
of Courtes Chaussees.

Two Machines Destroyed and Four 
Disabled in Mexico, 
General l^unston has reported to 
the war department that two out 
of tho eight aeroplanes which ac­

destroyed 
and four of them disabled, leaving 
only two for active service. 
It was assumed the machines were 
destroyed In accidents, and not In an 
engagement, but General Funston did 
hot explain this point. 
The war department took steps to 
replace tlie machines destroyed. 


More than 100 yards 
of 
German 
trenches near St. Eloi have been 
blowm up by tho British, German army 
headquarters at Berlin announced In 
its statement. 
Tho text of tho statement reads: 
“Hy an extensivo mine explosion 
the British damaged our position near 
St. Eloi, south of Ypres. 
“More than 100 yards of trenches 
were blown up. Casualties were caus­ 
ed among tho company occupying the 
positions. 
*‘ln the district northeast and east 
of Vermolles wo were successful in 
mlno fighting and took some prison* 
ers. 
“Further south near La Boisselle, 
northeast of Albert, some weak Eng­ 
lish detachments attempted 
to

vance against 
our 
positions. 
They 
were prevented by our fire, 
“During tho last few days the Brit­ 
ish again shelled the town of Lens. 
“In tho Argonne and in »the region 
of the Meuse artillery and other fir­ 
ing diminished only temporarily.*' 
Continuation of a violi^nt bombard­ 
ment east of the Meuso river, nortli 
of Verdun, indicates the probability 
that ne Avattacks by the Germans may 
be expected in that direction. 
The 
front between Douaumont and Vaux 
is bearing the brunt of the attack. 
The infantry has not been employed 
in this region nor elsewhere along th€ 
L^anco-Bclgian front, so far as the 
ofllciail reports show. 
^ The text of the French war office 
statement follows: 
“In the Argonne district there has 
been fighting witli mines which re­ 
sulted to our advantage at La Fille 
Morte. There has also been some en­ 
gagements with bombs- in the sectoi 
of Courtes Chaussees. 
“West of the river Mouse the nighi 
was relatively calm. 
East of tho

Three of the six rural mail routes oper- 


ating from the York Springs postoffice 
will be discontinued or divided on April 
first, in line with the general policy of the 
Postoffice Department to combine various 
routes and diminish the number of car- 
riers. Route 3, of York Springs is discon- 
tinued and its patrons will be served by 
route 3 East Berlin, route 2, York Springs 
and route 4, York Springs.

.continued and its patrons will be served 
from one of the Gardners routes, and by 
routes 1 and 4, York Springs. Paris Pcntz, 
the present carrier of route 5, has been 
filling this position for about one year, 
having succeeded E. J. Myers, who had 
held the post for ihe ten years preceding. 
Route 6, York Springs, is transferred to 
Gardners Station and will operate 
as 


route 3, Gardners, covering the route it 
formerly served and having, in addition 
part of the discontinued York Springs 
route 5, and several other short stretches. 
Parker H. Myers is the present carrier of 
the transferred route and there is no offi- 
cial announcement of his retirement. So 
-far as is known, he will continue with the 
route, though rumor has him supplanted 
by the carrier on one of the discontinued 
routes. The changing of the method of 
serving the patrons is the occasion for 
the usual confusion which has attended 
the carrying out of the policy elsewhere in 
the country during the past year and it is 
rumored that still further shake-up is im- 
pending at some other offices. 


Carrier Parris Pentz, on a route that is 


to be discontinued from York Springs, has 
been notified that he has been transferred 
to Route 4, Gettysburg. J. R. Hantz, of 
York Springs, carrier of another abandon- 
ed route, will be .transferred to route 1, 
Fairfield.

And it is simply this, 
fact, that it requires three days to send a 
message by mail and get a reply to points 
within less than three miles of New Ox 
ford. And it is this way : Of course the 
mails are the same on all week days, but 
to illustrate, we will say, mail leaving the 
New .Oxford office on the morning train 
arrives in Gettysburg too late to be dis- 
tributed by any of the rural routes on tha 
day, consequently it is left over unti 
Tuesday. The driver on route 8 reaches 
Cedar Ridge and vicinity about, noon on 
the second day, and if you expect a rcpb 
it is impossible to get same before Wed 
nesday, and it reaches New Oxford, if on 
schedule time, but it seldom is, at 6:12 p 
m., on the third day. The same condition 
exists on all rural routes in the Western 
end of the county, and is due principally 
to the railroad accommodations.

Mo War Tax on Land—Embargo 


on Shipment of Live Stock 


Removed. 


During the prevalence of the foot-' 


and-mouth disease in some portions of 
tho United States, an embargo was 
placed 
upon 
inter-state shipments. 


This also had an effect upon ship- 
ments to Canada, and necessarily afi 
embargo was placed upon them, mak- 
ing it almost impossible for upwards 
of a year to ship cattle into Canada, 
from the United States. This was es- 
pecially hard on the seitler. As a re- 
sult. Western Canada lost a number of 
settlers, they being unable to take 
their live stock with them. Canada is 
practically free from horse and cattle 
diseases, and the wish of the authori- 
ties is to keep it so. 


Recently, though, an ordt-r has beo.n 


issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, removing the embargo, and set- 
tlers are now free to take in the num- 
ber of head of horses or cattle that are 
permitted by the Customs authorities 
and the freight regulations. This will 
be welcome news to those whose in- 
tention it is to move to Canada, taking 
with them stock that they have had in 
their possession for six months, and, 
which it is the intention to use on land 
that they will farm in U.e Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta.

Minister of the Interior, over his own 
signature has denied this, and the pre- 
miers of the dilferent provinces join 
in saying "such a report is absolutely 
untrue, and lias no foundation what- 
ever in fact, nor is there likely ever 
to be any such tax 
upon land 
in 


C anada.'

Cut in small squares 
after icing. 


Ginger Cookies.—One cupful each of 


brown sugar and lard, 1% cupfuls of 
molasses, a third of a cupful of vine- 
gar, one teaspoonful of soda, dissolved 
In the vinegar, a teaspoonful of cin- 
namon, a teaspoonful of salt and a 
tablespoonful of ginger. 
Mix with 


flour to roll. 


Lunch Cake.—Take 1% cupfuls of 


sugar, add a half cupful of softened 
butter, a cupful of milk, three cupfuls 
of 
flour, 
one teaspoonful each of 


cloves and cinnamon, three teaspoon- 
fuls of baking pow.der, one cupful of 
chopped raisins, well floured. Bake 
in a loaf. 


Apple Sauce.—Take a 
cupful of 


brown sugar or corn sirup, one-half 
cupful of butter or lard, one cupful of 
unsweetened apple sauce, made from 
sour cooking apples, one cupful of 
chopped raisins, two telispoonfuls of 
cocoa, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, 
half a teaspoonful of cloves and the 
same of nutmeg, two cupfuls of flour, 
sifted, with one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Bake in a. shallow pan. 


Chocolate Wafers.—Take a cupful 


each c-f brown sugar and molasses, a 
half-cupful of butter, the same amount 
of lard, a half-cupful of chocolate, 
grated, a teaspoonful of soda dissolved 
in a fourth of a cupful of boiling water, 
a teaspoonful of vanilla and flour 
enough to make a stiff dough.

Kegulatiug the laying of Water Mains within 


the Borough ol New Oxford, Adams County, 
Pennsylvania. 
Be it ordained by the Burgess and Town 


Council of the Borough of New Oxford. Adams 
County. Pennsylvania, and it is hereby enacted 
S.I.A oruained by the authority of the same:— 


SECTION 1.—That when any extension of the 


water mains, or renewal of the same, shall be 
made, there shall be used no pipe 01 less than 
four (4) inches, inside diameter, and all such 
pipe, shall be standard cast iron. 


SECTION 2.—When any such extension or re- 


newal shall be ordered by the Borough Coun- 
cil, it shall be the duty of the Burgess. Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Council.—who are 
hereby constructed a cominitiee—to advertise 
for bids to do the work, and they shalf prepare 
and furnibh the bidders with plans and specifi- 
cations of the work to be done, and the con- 
tract shall be given to the lowest resuonsible 
bidder, who shall be required to give a Bond in 
double the amount of the contract price, to the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


SECTION 3.—The Burgess. President and Sec- 


retary of the Council, shall, at the time fixed 
for the opening of the bids, submit the same to 
Council for its approval. The committee shall 
have the right to reject any or all bids. 


SKCTION 4,—The constructor shall be required 


to obtain from the Burgess a permit to use the 
street and do such excavating needed to carry 
on and fulfill the requirements of his contract, 
and shall be governed by and subject to the or- 
dinance, relating to the use of streets, digging 
and filling up of trenches, passed and approved 
on the 12th day of May. A. D., 1914. 


SEOTIOX 5.—All pipe shall be firmly laid not 


less than thirty six (36) inches below the surface 
(that is thirty-six inches from the top of the 
laid pipe), and no pipe shall be covered until 
all is laid and the water turned into the main to 
discover any leaks, from defective pipe or de- 
fective joiuts. All joints and connections to be 
securely packed with Oakum and lead. 


SFCIION G.—The work of the constuctor shall
